A  Big  Postal  Business. 

Tho  annual  report  of  »the  Third 
Assistant  Postmaster-General  shows 
that  the  total  cost  of  the  Postal  Service 
for  the  last  fiscal  year,  inclusive  of 
amount  earned  by  the  subsidized 
Pacific  railroad  companies  for  mail 
transportation,  was  $58,120,004. 

The  postal  anti  money  order  receipts 
amounted  to  $52,005,170,  leaving  a 
deficiency  of  $5,430,828.  This  defici¬ 
ency  is  owing  mainly,  it  i$  said  to  the 
great  extension  of  the  free  delivery 
serv  ice  under  a  modification  of  the  old 
law  and  the  increase  of  the  railway 
mail  transportation.  The  sjiecial 
delivery  system  has  grown  considerably 
since  the  report  of  the  previous  year. 
So  has  the  registry  business.  .  The 
[  total  numlier  of  pieces  of  registered 
matter  transmitted  during  the  year 
was  13,077,100:  of  sjiecial  delivery 
matter  the  numla  r  of  pieces  trans¬ 
mitted  was  l,424,iOO.  The  total 
number  of  articles  of  tlie  various  kinds 
!  of  stamped  paj>er  emitted  was  2,700,- 
635,170,  representing  $50,036,331. 
Statistics  are  given,  showing  that  in 
the  cheapness  of  jiestage,  the  number 
of  Post  Offices,  extent  <>f^  mail  routes, 
miles  of  service  performed,  jxjstal 
revenue  and  jiostal  expenditure,  and 
j  number  uf  letters  aud  other  pieces  of 
|  mail  matter  transmitted  iu  the  mails 
I  the  United  States  is  now  conspicuously 
1  ahead  of  every  other  nation  iu  the 
[  world.  The  statistics  of  letters,  etc., 
transmitted  during  tho  year,  which 
are  the  first  accurate  statistics  of  the 
character  ever  published  by  the  depart¬ 
ment,  are  as  follows:

The  number  of  pieces  mailed  J>er 
capita  upon  the  basis  of  population 
shown  by  the  last  census  is  71.  The 
Third  Assistant  makes,  among  others, 
the  following  recommendations:  That 
in  some  of  the  larger  cities  the  pneu¬ 
matic  tube  or  some  equivalent  under¬ 
ground  system  of  transporting  the 
mails  be  adopted;  that  the  present  con¬ 
tract  for  letter-sheet  envelopes  be 
rescinded;  that  all  postage  stamjis, 
stamped  envelopes,  and  other  stamped 
paper  issued  by  the  department  be 
manufactured  by  the  Bureau  of  En¬ 
graving  ami  Printing  ;  that,  as  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  the  franking  privilege, 
members  of  Congress  have  an  annual 
allowance  of  money  for  tho  purchase 
of  postage  stamps  with  which  to  pay 
postage  on  speeches  and  other  official 
matter  sent  by  mail,  and  that  if  the 
rate  of  ]  Hostage  on  letters  be  reduced 
to  1  cent,  as  Inis  already  l>e<;n  proposed  , 
in  Congress,  there  be  only  two  classes  ;
